JOHN    CONSTABLE,    R     A. 


Born  at  East  Bergholdt,  Suffolk,  England,  June  1 1, 
1776;  died  in  London,  March  30,  1837.  He 
became  a  pupil  of  the  Royal  Academy  in  1799. 
Later,  he  studied  with  Joseph  Farrington  and 
R.  R.  Reinagle.  After  painting  portraits  and  his- 
torical pictures  for  some  time,  he  turned  to  land- 
scape art  as  his  real  vocation  and  exhibited  his 
first  picture  in  1802.  He  was  elected  Associate 
of  the  Royal  Academy  in  18 19  and  Royal  Acade- 
mician in  1829.  He  found  early  recognition  in 
France,  where,  among  all  British  painters,  he  was 
the  first  whose  works  found  high  esteem.  His 
influence  had  much  to  do  with  the  evolution  and 
growth  of  the  "  Barbizon  School "  of  painting. 
When  his  "  Haywain "  was  shown  in  Paris,  in 
1825,  Constable  was  awarded  by  the  King  a  gold 
medal  as  a  tribute  of  the  appreciation  in  which  it 
was  held
